S GIVES POINTERS
ON FOLLOW THROUGH

' Advises Golfers Not to Go Through With the Arms and
Clubhead Bent Immediately After
Hitting the Ball

By CHARLES (CHICK) EVANS, JR,

THIS little article ls merely a group
of suggestions as 1o the fallow'
through and
don'ts

Do not go through with the club and
nrme on the same line: nor go through
with the arm# and clubhead bent im-
mediately after you hit the bail, that
is, do not pull your club up quiekly and
sharply after the ball Is hit. for you
will probably get a wabbly flight ; also
this sort of a slap is hard to judge.
| Elap the old clubface aguinst the ball
all right, but keep your arm and club
on & stralght line for about three feet
and then draw it back with the body
In & bent arm and club position. You
will be sure to do this If you bhrace your
left knoe as you should

This method of following through
worked fine for me, but T discovered a
tendency (o leave out the quick. mmappy
slap at the impact, and to start the
urm and straight-club follow
through before the ball is hit. Be very
careful about this if you value the re-
sult,

It
might be more correct 1o say that it is »
slight slowing up which permits the
wrists to relax slightly up there and in
turn gives the little dip of tha eclub-
head and swish of it &t the end of the
back stroke. The elight
makes you more careful of the location
of the ball and is more accurately de-
livorad.

1 was much initerested the other day
in the chance remark of a “pro” about
Harry Vardon and his way of hitting
them up with the slight slice spin so as
to get all carry for the slow, or well-
bunkered courses. That Is to say, he
finighes his blow with the right hand a
little underneath instead of turning over
as was the old Idea. This method glves
the feeling of hitting the ball up into
the air. You do not have te have the
ball farther sdvanced in order 1o hit it
up: If you do you are likely lo increas:
your sliee spin to a discouraging extent.
